Damascus

try five years ago — would retain 
soon to finally heal the rift. 

Salim A! Zaanoun, deputy 
speaker of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC) and a member of 
foe Fateh Central Committee, told 
Reuters Friday: “We can say that 
relations have been fully res- 
tored.” 

The killing of PLO deputy 
military commander Khalil Al 
Wazir (Abu Jihad) in Tunis last 
Saturday by a squad of assassins, 
widely believed to have been sent 
by Israel, was the catalyst for the 
PLO and Syria to bury their 
differences. 

Abu Jihad was given an emo- 
tional burial near Damascus 
Wednesday. 

Although Arafat did not attend 
foe funeral of bis deputy, the 
occasion smoothed the way for 
reconciliation talks after Algerian 
mediation and secret Syrian-PLO 
contacts. 

Zaanoun said Arafat would 
visit Syria very soon for a meeting 
with President Hafez Al Assad. 

- PLO political department chief 
Farouk Kaddoumi told reporters 
Thursday that “there are no 
obstacles.” for Arafat to meet 
Assad. 

There was no official Syrian 


announcement on the restoration 
of ties. 

Bat Information Minister 
Mohammad Salman indicated to 
foreign reporters Thursday that 
Syria would not press its demands 
on two major issues: PLO rela- 
tions with Egypt and the PLO 
military presence in Lebanon. 

Salman said: “We are now 
looking for joint stands to con- 
front Israel at this time when 
leaders of the Palestinian resist- 
ance are in Damascus." 

He added that the Palestinian 
presence in Lebanon was aimed 
against Israel and not directed at 
Lebanon’s internal affairs. 

“The Palestinian organisations 
in Lebanon could not be consi- 
dered as illegal.” he said. 


Most of foe PLO Executive 
Committee and members of the 
Fateh Central Committee were at 
a meeting with Syrian Vice-Presi- 
dent Abdul Halim Kbaddam 
Thursday night. 

Palestinian sources said Arafat 
did not attend the Damascus 
gathering after he failed to obtain 
guarantees that be would meet 
Assad. Instead be went to see 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadha- 
fi, which whom he has also been 
at odds since 1983. 

A Palestinian leader said an 
alliance between Syria and the 
PLO would give strong backing 
to foe four-month-old Palestinian 
uprising in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 


Iraq says Iranian- 
naval target sunk 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — 
Baghdad said it sank a medium- 
sized Iranian naval target with all 
its crew Friday and the Iraqi 
president said Iran had become 
unbalanced. 

“At 7.20 a.m. (0320 GMT) 
today our naval forces sighted a 
medium war target,” a military 
spokesman said in a statement 
broadcast by Baghdad Radio. 

“They dealt it a direct hit, 
completely destroying it and sink- 
ing it with all the rogues who 
were on board," the statement 
said. It gave no other details. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein said Iran had missed many 
opportunities to end the 7V^year- 
oid war honourably. 

Hussein was speaking Thurs- 
day night after be decorated Air 
Force Commander Air Marshal 
Hamed Shaaban, who led foe 
35- hour operation to liberate the

Iran had occupied for two years. 

Hussein said Iran had become 
unbalanced after the loss of Fao. 

“Like madmen they attacked 
at random the Americans, the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
the British and any passing ship,” 
he said. 

Two Iranian frigates were bad- 
ly damaged — one possibly sunk 
— in a fire fight with U.S. naval 
forces Monday. A U.S. helicop- 
ter went missing during the dash 
and Iran later attacked a United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) oilfield 
and a British storage tanker. 

‘‘The enemy would have 
gained the hearts of many people 
by saying he had achieved his aim 
of liberating Iranian territory af- 
ter Iraq withdrew its forces to 
international borders in 1982 ... 
he would have gained much,” 
Hussein said.

Shultz does not expect START before summit 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
held out little hope Friday that a 
strategic arms treaty could be 
signed at next month's superpow- 
er summit, but said improved 
U.S.-Soviet ties would still make 
it important. 

After two days of talks with 
Soviet leaders. Shultz told a news 
conference that progress on other 
aspects of arms control and hu- 
man rights would lend substance 
to the summit scheduled for May 
29 to June 2 in Moscow. 

Asked whether a strategic arms 
(START) treaty by the summit — 
which had been set as a goal by 


Moscow and Washington — was 
now out of reach, he said: “It 
does get more difficult as time 
goes on. 

“But nevertheless I think it's 
important to maintain a strong 
level of effort and we wil] con- 
tinue to do that." 

Shultz said he and Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze would meet again before 
the summit. No time or date had 
yet been fixed but foe logistics 
would be worked out in the next 
few days. 

The U.S. secretary of state said 
there was little progress on other 
regional issues discussed, notably 


foe I ran- Iraq war and the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 

He said Moscow believed the 
April 18 U.S.-Iranian dash in the 
Gulf had complicated prospects 
for a United Nations arms embar- 
go on Iran which Washington is 
trying to persuade to Soviets to 
approve. 

U.S. officials said the Soviet 
Union appeared unwilling to an- 
ger Iran because of Tehran's 
possible influence on the Afgha- 
nistan settlement. 

On the Middle East. Shultz 
said foe superpowers still differed 
on the scope of an international 
conference. Moscow wants this 


invested with substantial powers 
to impose an agreement but 
Washington sees it as an umbrella 
for bilateral talks between Israel 
and the Arabs. 

Soviet leader Mikhaii S. Gor- 
bachev suggested Friday to Shultz 
that “maybe we're marking time” 
in superpower relations. 

But Shultz disagreed. “From 
our point of view, we are far from 
marking time.” he said. “We are 
keeping time in a very strong 
way.” 

Shultz's session with Gor- 
bachev in the gilded Catherine’s 
Hall followed nine hours of talks 
with Shevardnadze . 


Pakistani panel to report on arms blast; U.S. may face lawsuit 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — An in- 
vestigative panel Friday readied 
its report to the Pakistan govern- 
ment on foe cause of an April 10 
ammunition depot explosion that 
killed more than 100 people and 
injured over 1.000. 

Meantime, spokesmen for the 
country's feftist political opposi- 
tion threatened to sue the United 
States, the alleged supplier of the 
thousands of tombs, rockets and 
shells that rained over foe capital 
and the neighbouring city of 
Rawalpindi. 

“The only hitch in suing the 
U.S. is the lack of admissible 
evidence regading America’s con- 
nection.” attorney Pcrvez Hasan 
of the Tehrik-i-lstaqlal -Party said 
this week. 

Defence Minister Rana Naeem 
Mahmud Told a joint session of 


parliament Thursday that the 
danger of more explosions at the 
massive Ojehri munitions depot 
had passed. 

Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo promised full public 
disclosure of foe investigation af- 
ter a cabinet subcommittee ex- 
amined the report, which was 
expected to take a week. 

President Mohammad Zia Ul 
Haq has said he suspects sabot- 
age. But officials have remained 
tight-lipped about all details ex- 
cept the relief and clean-up 
efforts, which are expected to 
continue for weeks. 

Unidentified officials in 
Washington have been quoted in 
the U .S. media as saying the blast 
wiped out a major portion of 
arms supplies earmarked for 
Afghan guerrillas fighting the 


Kabul government and the Soviet 
troops who support it. 

Mahmud said 280 Pakistan 
army teams, plus three four-man 
teams of U.S. munitions experts, 
have collected or destroyed near- 
ly 30.000 missiles and shells lying 
around the adjacent cities. 

He gave the official casualty 
count as 103 dead and over 1.200 
wounded but did not account for 
people still missing. Pakistani 
newspapers said that could range 
in the hundreds or the thousands. 

U.S. embassy officials in Isla- 
mabad have refused comment on 
the quantity of American-sup- 
plied munitions being stored at 
the depot or how foe explosion 
occurred. 

The diplomats have admitted 
they are among the few in the 


U.S. State Department who are 
forbidden to discuss Washing- 
ton's eight-year military support 
of the Afghan Mujahcdeen. 

However, reports from 
Washington allege foe Ojehri ex- 
plosion was triggered by bombs 
planted aboard trucks by Soviet- 
Afghan agents trying to prevent 
an arms build-up for the Mujahe- 
deen in the face of a Soviet troop 
withdrawal accord. 

Several subsequent explosions 
have rocked the depot, one of 
which killed two army troopers 
and injured nine, since the big 
blast April 10. But Mahmud, told 
parliament Thursday that danger- 
ous “hot spots" finally have 
cooled down. 

“I can say with confidence that 
there is nothing to fear now.” he 


told (he lawmakers. 

Nevertheless. Pakistani news- 
papers have quoted unidentified 
officials as saying two to three 
times more ordnance remains un- 
exploded at Ojehri. They claim it 
is now unstable and will continue 
to pose a threat until it is re- 
moved from the capital area and 
its five million people. 

Hassan said if the U.S. connec- 
tion is e&tablisbed. he and other 
Pakistani lawyers will go to 
Washington tu file suit on behalf 
of thousands of Pakistanis killed, 
maimed or rendered homeless in 
the disaster. 

Mahmud promised lawmakers 
that all the facts of the disaster 
would be disclosed. 

“We have nothing to hide from 
the nation." he said. 


Former hostages taste 
freedom in Kuwait 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Freed 
hostages from a hijacked Kuwaiti 
airliner returned to their homes 
and families early Friday to cele- 
brate the end of \5 days oi 
captivity under threat of death. 

“Welcome home superdad.” 
said a sign in the home of Subhi 
Naim Youssef, the Iraqi pilot of 
the hijacked Kuwait Airways 
Boeing 747. who embraced his 
wife and four children for the first 
time since the ordeal ended 
Wednesday. 

Friends and neighbours 
gathered in the street outside 
where they slaughtered a sheep in 
a traditional homecoming 
celebration. 

The hijackers released their 
remaining 31 hostages — who 
suffered foe longest captivity on a 
plane in the history of hijacking 
— in Algiers Wednesday. 


The 29 Kuwaitis among them 
inched (heir way home through 
thousands of cheering well- 
wishers after a spectacular 
heroes' welcome al the airport 
late Thursday night. 

Girl scouts showered them with 
flower petals, white doves were 
released into the air and the emir. 
Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad Al 
Sabah, personally embraced each 
one. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said meanwhile they had evi- 
dence the hijackers had reached 
Beirut after Algerian officials 
allowed them to go free at the 
end of the 16-day siege. Officials 
at the Beirut airport denied the 
hijackers landed there. 

The former hostages said con- 
ditions were calmer in Mashhad 
where hijackers released 57 pas- 
sengers and crew. 


Kanaks kill , seize French 
troops in New Caledonia 


NOUMEA (Agencies) — Kanak 
separatists in French -ruled New 
Caledonia staged a bloody gun 
and machete attack on French 
gendarmes Friday, killing four of 
them, injuring five and taking 
more than -U hostage.

Traditional handicraft 
school to open in *88 


AMMAN (J.T) — A school 
teaching traditional handicrafts 
will be opened as of the 1988- 
1989 scholastic year and will 
accept students who completed 
their third preparatory classes, 
according to Mr. Anis Muasher 

who is a member of the school’s 
board of trustees. 

The project which is being 
operated by Salr Development 
Corporation (SDD), in coopera- 
tion with the Noor Al Hussein 
Foundation (NHF), will be offer- 
ing students three-year training 
courses in various types of crafts, 
Muasher noted in an interview 
with the local -Arabic daily Al 
Dust our. 

Referring to other projects 
Muasher said that the SDD is 
involved in a project for the 
development of the central re- 
gions of Salt, restoring ihe 
ancient buildings in the city and 
encouraging people to carry out 
- projects that can contribute to the 
success of preserving the ancient 
and traditional structures. 

The SDD he said is keen on 
stimulating touristic and cultural 
life in the dry and reviving the 
traditional handicrafts at the 
same time. 

The SDD has contracted a 
British firm and the Royal Scien- 
tific Society (RSS) to help carry 
out the restoration projects which 
will be implemented with govern- 
ment assistance. Muasher noted. 


The SDD complex in Salt in- 
cludes, in addition to the school, 
a mosque sealing 4.000 worship- 
pers. a museum and a multi pur- 
pose hall. 

The complex also includes 
stores, a shopping centre and a 
cultural centre which can be used 
for cultural exhibitions, according 
to Muasher 

He said that SDD is thinking of 
organising an annual cultural 
event at the centre to highlight 
various cultural activitiy in 
Jordan. 

Muasher gave particulars about 
education offered to brilliant stu- 
dents at the SDD model school, 
and said that nearly 150 students 
are now receiving education at 
the school which graduated its 
first batch in July 1987. 

The SDD has offered three 
promising students scholarships 
to continue their higher studies in 
Jordanian universities, and plans 
to expand the scholarship scheme 
in the future, Muasher noted. 

He said that the SDD is 
cooperating with the University 
of Jordan to provide advanced 
and more detailed training to 
students of its school and is enlist- 
ing the help of university teachers 
in this endeavour. 

Muasher. noted that the Cana- 
dian government has contributed 
the equipment for the language 
centre, and these have been in- 
stalled to provide better training 
facilities for the students.

AIRa'i: Superpowers’ talks 

THE foreign ministers of the Soviet Union and the United States 
Thursday began talks in Moscow to prepare for the next U.S.-Soviet 
superpower summit meeting in the Soviet capital. According to 
reports, the Middle East question will be among the most prominent 
subjects for discussion now and during the summit which will be held 
next month. Reports also say that the United States was determined 
to advocate its new peace proposals for resolving the Middle East 
problem during the summit meetings. But it shoufd be noted that as 
the two foreign ministers opened talks in Moscow, the U.S. and 
Israel were signing a new pact, paving the way for increased 
cooperation between the U.S. and Israel in military, economic and 
technological fields. This agreement, it was noticed, followed Israel's 
deportation of Arab citizens from Palestine and an American veto of 
a U.N. Security Council resolution calling for condemnation of 
Israel's practices against the Arab population of Palestine. The 
American behaviour on the eve of the superpower summit indicates 
that Washington is not serious in its claims of carrying out a positive 
action to help convene the projected Middle East conference that 
would lav the solid foundation for a comprehensive peace in our 
region. It show* that the U.S. is keen on making a change in the stand 
. of the Soviet Union towards the Middle East question and perhaps 
causing a split between Moscow and the Arab World. 

A1 Dustour: Military honours 

THE liberation of the Fao peninsula was a great achievement by Iraq 
and should be considered as a great act of honour for the Arab 
military institution. The victory over the Iranian invaders is bound to 
increase self-confidence in the Arab soldiers and enhance the feeling 
of national pride in every Arab citizen. Iraq which is fighting off an 
Iranian invasion, has once again offered peace to the Tehran rulers 
whose dreams have been dashed away through the constant defeats 
inflicted on their troops in the battlefield. Iraq has chosen a moment 
of victory to offer peace once again from a position of strength and to 
tell the world that the Iraqis have no objectives but to defend their 
land and live in peace with their neighbours. Iraq has offered peace 
to Iran out of a deep feeling of responsibility, and in a bid to save the 
blood of Arab and Muslim people and put an end to devastation. As 
the Iraqis continue the drive towards peace there have been voices in 
the United States calling on the Reagan administration to increase 
U.S. presence in the Gulf waters, claiming that U.S. forces were 
required to protect American interests. The Iranian rulers who 
continue to ignore Iraqi peace bids are clearly inviting the United 
States to send in its naval forces to the Gulf, and thus widen the scope 
of the Gulf conflict, in addition, Iran's constant attacks on countries 
like Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates indicate that Tehran is 
keen on widening the war and putting further obstacles in the path of 
implementing U.N. Security Council Resolution 598 that could bring 
peace. 

SawtAJShaa b: Appreciating Japan 

PRINCE Hassan's visit to Japan and his talks with senior Japanese 
officials there reflect Jordan's determination to follow up the 
implementation of its development projects by benefitting from 
modern technology and from a leading power in that field. Japan has 
often expressed its appreciation of Jordan's drive to achieve progress 
and prosperity for its people and has pledged help and support for the 
Kingdom's development in all fields. There is no doubt that Prince 
Hassan with his ideas about development and through his endeavours 
will secure Japan's backing for the Kingdom's development schemes. 
His visit to Japan is bound also to enhance bilateral cooperation and 
increase Japan's confidence in the success of Jordan’s plans. Japan, 
which has offered a S300 million loan to Jordan recently, has proved 
with practical steps that bilateral relations were based on solid 
ground, and reflected Tokyo's feeling that Jordan has an important 
role to play in the Middle East and its future stability and peace.

A / Ra'i: Farewell to Abu Jihad 

THE Arab Nation on Wednesday bid farewell to Abu Jihad, the 
Palestinian leader who was laid to rest in Damascus after being 
assassinated by Zionist elements while in the course of his efforts to 
offer service to his homeland and people. Abu Jihad is one of those 
martyrs who continually fall along the path of struggle to liberate 
Palestine and is one more martyr in the long chain of martyrs who 
paid with their souls so that their nation and people can live. This 
Israeli crime is not a novelty to us. because we realise that the Israeli 
aggressors cany a Nazi nature in their heads and continue to exercise 
terrorism against our people. What is strange, however, is to find some 
Arab people who still believe that their common enemy could be 
made to respond to reason and be committed to international 
principles. What the Arabs must understand is that Israelis should be 
dealt with in a manner that they understand, and should carry on the 
struggle with greater faith, armed with appropriate response to any of 
Israel's actions and possible eventualities. They ought to benefit from 
the lessons of the past and should be creative and inventive while 
they pursue the struggle for liberation. Of course the death of Abu 
Jihad will not stop the struggle and will not end the uprising which 
broke out for the sake of ending occupation. Indeed the Palestinian 
people's determination to liberate their land is being enhanced day 
by day. We are confident that Israeli terrorism will never succeed in 
imposing any capitulation of surrender on our people regardless of 
the forms of crimes committed against the Arabs. 

Ai Dustour: Collective punishments 

AS Israel celebrates its 40th anniversary the people of the occupied 
Arab territory continue to live in a large prison guarded by criminals 
and troops practicing all forms of oppression against the Arab 
people. As if the crimes, the killings, the deportation and the 
starvation of the Palestinians were not enough, the Israeli rulers have 
embarked on collective punishments and mass arrests coupled by a 
siege on Arab cities, villages and refugee camps. These practices are 
being taken in a desperate move to end the popular revolt and the 
uprising which is being escalated day by day. These practices are 
being taken by soldiers who seem to have lost their senses and lost 
theii initiative in dealing with the uprising. This uprising which is 
nearly five months old has become a daily business of the Arab 
people, and their steadfastness in the face of Israel's crimes is indeed 
exemplary.

The following is the last part of a study on Western fundamentalist 
Christian Zionism presented by the writer to 3 Middle East Conner/ 
of Churches working group in Limassol. Cyprus in April, 1988. The 
Jordan Times serialised the study in four parts. 


The international dimension of 
fundamentalist Christian 
Zionism 

HERE we will concentrate on 
one organisation, the Interna- 
tional Christian Embassy in Jeru- 
salem. (ICEJ) which is a self- 
proclaimed Christian Zionist in- 
stitution and one which has an 
international vision for the prom- 
otion of this doctrine. 

1. The ICEJ opened its doors 
in West Jerusalem an Sept. 30, 
1980. with a ceremony attended 
by Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek and representatives of the 
Begin government. Its purpose 
was to establish an ’’embassy" in 
Jerusalem for the Christians of 
the world who would bring com- 
fort and support to Israel and its 
policies. The timing of the open- 
ing was designed to offset the 
effect of several embassies with- 
drawing from Jerusalem to Td 
Aviv in protest against Israel de- 
claring Jerusalem as its "eternal 
capitol". 

2. The ICEJ is based upon a 
Christian fundamentalist 
approach to the Bible and utilises 
the premillennial dispensational- 
ist approach, which sees Israel as 
the fulfillment of Biblical prophe- 
cy and the return of the "Prom- 
ised Land" to God's “Chosen 
People.” 

3. According to tbeir literature 
and to spokespersons, the role of 
the Christian is to offer comfort 
and support to the Jewish people 
and the "nation of Israel." A 
promotional brochure states: 

"When the vision of the Inter- 
national Christian Embassy Jeru- 
salem was first given it was ex- 
pressed in the following concerns: 
To care for the Jewish people, 
especially for the newborn State 
of Israel which includes standing 
up for the Jews when they are 
attacked or discriminated against, 
and for Israel to live in peace and 
security: To care for Jerusalem in 
ail its aspects, that Jerusalem one 
day will truly become a praise in 
all the earth and a herald of a new 
day to all mankind: To care that 
the worldwide body of Christ will 
be rightly related to Israel in 
comfort, love, and prayer for her 
wellbeing: To care for the nations 
whose destinies will be in- 
creasingly linked to the way in 


which they relate to Israel: The 
care and preparation for the com- 
ing of the Lord. 

4. The embassy engages in a 
number of projects which appear 
to have close collaboration with 
Israeli political . leadership. 
Among these are: Lobbying (par- 
ticularly in the United States), 
promotion of Israeli products, 
sale of Israeli bonds, annual ral- 
lies such as the Feast of Taberna- 
cles. lobbying for Soviet Jews to 
settle in Israel, blood donations 
for the Israeli Defence Forces, 
writing in ther secular press to 
defend Israeli political positions, 
promoting Christian Zionism in 
the West. 

5. Of particular concern to the 
ICEJ are the following countries: 
The United States, Canada. Eng- 
land, Holland. Germany. 
Switzerland, Norway, Australia, 
New Zealand, and South Africa. 
In these countries the embassy 
has from time to time opened 
branch offices called "Consu- 
lates.” From these bases the 
ICEJ mobilises political and 
financial support to continue its 
activities. 

6. in August, 1985, the embas- 
sy organised the First Christian 
Zionist Congress in Basle, 
Switzerland, in the same hail in 
which Theodore Heizl convened 
the First Zionist Congress in Au- 
gust, 1897. The platform adopted 
at the 1985 meeting was highly 
politicised in support of Revision- 
ist Zionist principles and was 
clearly consistent with the lines of 
premillenuial dispensationalist 
thought. 

7. The Second Christian Zion- 
ist Congress held its meeting in 
Jerusalem, 10-15 April, 1988, to 
coincide with the 40th 
anniversary of the founding of 
Israel. The convention speeches, 
declaration, and political strategy 
were all designed to advance a 
highly politicised fundamentalist 
Christian Zionism which is con- 
sistent with the policies of the" 
Israeli government. 

The churches of the Middle 
F-nst and “Christian 
Zionism” 

The following section briefly 
examines a number of theological 
and practical issues fundamental- 


ist Christian Zionists raise for the 
churches in the Middle East. As 
indicated above, these issues can 
be addressed to Christians in 
Europe and North America as 
well. They jeopardise the identi- 
ty, presence, and witness of 
Christianity where the Church of 
Jesus Christ was bom and has 
continued for nearly 2000 years. 

A. The Zionist tendency in 
Christian thought represents the 
most recent outside intrusion into 
the region. Churches that have 
been living the Christian faith in 
an unbroken continuity since 
the Pentecost consider this 
tendency as anathema to the 
Christian faith. The international 
Christian Embassy in Jerusalem, 
which embodies Christian Zion- 
ism in the region, by sanctifying 
Zionism, has allowed little room 
for Christian principles to be- 
come an incentive for justice in 
the region. 

B. There are over 12 million 
Christians throughout the Middle 
East, the vast majority of whom 
are from the ancient Oriental and 
Eastern Orthodox Churches. 
They, together with the Catholic. 
Anglican, and National Protes- 
tant Churches, have overcome 
centuries of isolation and are now 
participants in the search for 
church unity in response to 
Christ's prayer that they be 
"One" (John 17:21). As they give 
witness to the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ in a region fraught with 
violence, economic hardship, and 
rapid social change they expect 
that Christian initiatives from 
outside the region respect their 
life and particular vocations in 
mission and service. The Interna- 
tional Christian Embassy-Jera- 
salem (ICEJ) does not recognise 
this reality and considers that the 
churches of the region are spir- 
itually dead and can therefore be 
ignored. 

C. In response to the Christian 
Zionist Congress in Basle, orga- 
nised by the ICEJ in April, 1985. 
die Middle East Council of Chur- 
ches cited the overt political na- 
ture of the meeting as having 
compromised basic _ Christian 
principles. The MECC Executive 
Committee stated: 

" Conscious of responsibilities 
towards the Christian community 
and world public opinion, we 
emphasise that, in spite of many 
religious references, this meeting 
had an overt political character 
We condemn the misuse of the 
Bible and the abuse of Christian 


sentiments in attempt to sacrahse 
the creation of a state and legiti- 
mise the policies of a govern- 
ment." 

For the above reasons the 
Christian participants at the 
Basle. Switzerland meeting have 
lost their objectivity and appear 
to have adopted the Zionist prin- 
ciples that are based more on 
Israeli political and military poli- 
cies as signs of prophecies in the 
Arab World than on authentic 
Christian Biblical faith. This 
makes them absolutely unable to 
recognise through may suffering 
people the sign of the liberating 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ. As 
such, they represent the consis- 
tent tendency to force the Zionist 
model of~ theocratic and 
ethnocentric nationalism upon 
the Middle East- The dislocation 
of Palestine and disintegration of 
Lebanon are recent by-products 
of this trend. Fundamentalist 
Christian Zionism encourages 
this trend and at the same time it 
rejects the movement of Christ- 
ian unity and national pluralism 
which is promoted by the chur- 
ches in the region. 

D. The Christian Zionist prog- 
ramme, with its elevation of mod- 
ern political Zionism, provides 
the Christian with a limited world 
view and reduces the gospel to a 
philosophy of success and militar- 
ism. It places its emphasis on 
events leading up to the end of 
history rather than living Christ’s 
love and justice today. The 
Christian Zionist tendency is, 
therefore, a dangerous reduction 
of the Christian faith and one that 
would advance the political cause 
of a state or particular people at 
the expense of other people with- 
in God’s creation, even the living 
church. 

The history of millenarian 
movements, from the Montanist 
Controversy of the second cen- 
tury to the American televangel- 
ists of today, present serious mis- 
understandings of the Bible and 
half-truths which must be re- 
jected by the Church. The chur- 
ches of die Middle East bear the 
burden of coping with this west- 
ern intrusion, which undermines 
their long history' of witness and 
living the faith in a largely Mus- 
lim world. However, the chur- 
ches of the west must recognise 
Christian Zionism as their re- 
sponsibility as well, and join the 
Christians of the Middle East in 
portraying a correct interpreta- 
tion of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 


and role of the Christian in these 
societies. 

Conclusion: How can Middle 
East Christians respond to this 
problem 

The theological distortions in- 
herent within the western fun- 
damentalist Christian Zionist 
phenomenon calls for a coordin- 
ated and thoroughly Christian re- 
sponse. 

1. The churches of the Middle 
East are called to publicly dis- 
associate themselves from the 
Christian Zionist tendency. State- 
ments from church leadership wfll 
continue to be necessary. A con- 
sistent process of awareness 
building and education within the 
churches in necessary. In the edu- 
cational material used, the chur- 
ches must clearly distinguish be- 
tween the Zionist as an ideology 
adopted by the Christian Zionists 
and Judaism or the Jewish peo- 
ple. Many Jewish thinkers are 
able to. assist in this project, as 
Judaism and world Jewry does 
not seem to agree with the Christ- 
ian Zionist eschatology as it ap- 
plies to Israel during the premil- 
lennialist scenario of the end 
times. 

2. It is expected that the church 
leadership of the Middle East 
would continue to appropriate 
resources and skilled interpreters 
who are able to provide both the 
theological and practical compo- 
nents necessary to deal with this 
issue. Initial pronouncements of 
the MECC Executive Committee 
provide the basis upon which to 
build a comprehensive prog- 
ramme. 

3. The churches of the Middle 
East oould continue to call upon 
all the churches in the West, be 
they mainline Protestant, 
Evangelical, Catholic, or Ortho- 
dox, to confront the theological 
and practical dimensions of 
Christian Zionism in their society 
where it is originating or is orga- 
nised. It is especially important 
that the fundamentalist Christian 
Zionists be challenged in the very 
countries which finance ana 
promote their viewpoints.. The 
genesis of this ideology is in the 
West and the churches in these 
countries should share with the 
Middle East churches the task of 
confronting Christian Zionism. 
Of particular importance is a re- 
sponse by churches in the United 
States, Canada, England, Nor- 
way, Holland, Germany, South 


Africa. New Zealand, and Au- 
stralia. ..... 

4. The churches of the Middle 

East should continue to explore 
understanding with western 
Evangelicals who share the same 
concerns about Christian Zion ism 
and justice. The voices of key 
western Evangelical leadership 
and theological reflection in tbeir 
journals will be of major import- 
ance in denouncing Christian 
Zionism thereby reducing the im- 
mediate and long term effects of 
the trend. The involvement of 
western Evangelicals* for that 
matter, should be closely coor- 
dinated with the churches -of the 
Middle East. 

5. There needs to be an increase 
of visits by the major western 
church leaders to the churches 
and people of the Middle East. 
The information and history gaps 
must be dosed. In addition to the 
mass media and informational 
functions there is nothing as signi- 
ficant as personal contacts in rhe 
region coopted with Middle East 
Christians visiting the western 
countries and churches. 

6. A series of theological semi- 
nars should be conducted in the 
Middle East during 1988-89, with 
the aim of developing educational 
resources for church leadership, 
se mina ries, and the laity. The 
c hu rches of the Middle E a s t -must 
link the challenges raised by west- 
ern Christian Zionists to the ma- 
jor justice issues, as interpreted 
within a Biblical perspective. The 
Middle East churches have signi- 
ficant insights to share with the 

West in this regard. 

- ■* •* 

An often used bur helpful re- 
minder is that in the Chinese, 
language, the character for “cri- 
sis’' can be interpreted as embrac- 
ing either ‘‘danger’* or “oppor- 
tunity." The-churehes of the Mid- 
dle East, with their partners in 
Christ's Body, the Church, 
throughout the world, have an 
important task with regard to 
fimriamffnfalisf - Ch ri s ti an Zion- 
ists. God is calling them to join in 
Biblical reflection and to re- 
spond, rather- -than ■ to allow 
Cirri srian Zionism .to further di- 
vide and weaken the Church. The 
churches can utilise this oppor- 
tunity to overcome division and 
articulate a dear proclamation of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ, in 
whom “there is no longer Jew nor 
Greek, male nor female, slave 
nor free" but one Body of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


Prospects bleak for talks with Sikh militants

AMRITSAR, India — The latest 
hope for ending Sikh terrorist 
killings in Punjab state had faded 
in bloodshed, and many Sikhs 
fear a government bid for amity 
may be replaced with a police 
crackdown. 

Sikh gunmen were blamed for 
four killing* Saturday. Police 
say radicals are building fortifica- 
tions at the Golden Temple and 
chipping gun ports in walls in fear 
of a repeat of the 1984 army 
assault on (he holy Sikh shrine in 
Amritsar. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
freed a radical Sikh priest from 
jail six weeks ago in an apparent 
move to open talks with the 
militants. But last week, he said 
such talks would occur only with- 
in the framework of the Indian 
constitution. 

The radicals say they will not 
negotiate until the government 
accepts their demand for an inde- 


pendent Sikb nation of Khalistan, 
a concept that is well outside the 
constitution. 

"We will continue to fight in 
the same manner until we get 
Khalistan,” says Jagir Singh, 
spokesman for the Panthic Com- 
mittee, an underground umbrella 
grouping of militant Sikh groups. 

“It is not a demand," he said in 
his room at the Golden Temple. 
“It is our right." 

Sikhs form 2 per cent of India’s 
800 million people but are in a 
majority in Punjab. Sikh militants 
claim they are being subjugated 
by Hindus, who form SO per cent 
of India’s population. 

The Sikh agitation has claimed 
at least 735 lives this year and 
worsened since the government's 
conciliatory move. More than 350 
people have been killed since 
radical Sikh priest Jasbir Singh 
Rode was freed from jail. 

The killings raised fears that 
the government would use har- 
sher measures. While freeing 


Rode, Gandhi pushed through 
parliament a bill that would let 
the government clamp emergency 
rule on Punjab, severely limiting 
individual rights. 

Jagir Singh, the militant 
spokesman, was asked if he ex- 
pected a government move to 
drive out radicals who have taken 
refuge in the Golden Temple. 

"We are ready for an attack," 
he said. He characterised the 
militants’ attitude with a Punjabi 
proverb: "A brick will be re- 
plied to with a stone." 

10 killed everyday 

Indian officials downplay the 
possibility of a raid on the tem- 
ple. The army raid in 1984 left 


more than 1,200 people dead, 
most of them Sikhs, and the 
desecration of the shrine angered 
the entire Sikh community. Five 
months later. Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi was assassinated by 
her Sikh bodyguards. 

Police officers posted in Amrit- 
sar and nearby areas battle the 
extremists daily. They see little 
hope of conciliatory moves en- 
ding the violence. 

“These people kill nearly 10 
people every day," said Izhar 
AJam. Amritsar district police 
superintendent. “We must take 
strong action." 

He said such moves should 
include sending security forces 
into the Golden Temple, where 


about 100 armed militants are 
believed to be taking shelter. 
Alam also said police alone could 
not raid the sprawling temple 
complex. 

“Other forces will have to be 
included," he said. “The mili- 
tants have AK-47 automatic rifles 
and carbines. All we (the police), 
have is .303 rifles and pistols." 

The biggest impediment to any 
plan to raid the militants’ sanctu- 
ary is a threat held out by -Rode in 
a speech recently. “If the govern- 
ment enters the temple, they will 
be laying the foundation for Kha- 
listan," he said. 

Rode addressed a meeting of 
about 40,000 Sikhs in south Pun- 
jab in his first major appearance 


after his release. Reports he 
would encourage moderation 
among the militants supported 
hopes the meeting would yield a 
peaceful approach. 

But most speakers at the 
gathering urged more agitation 
against the government. While 
Rode did not directly aipport 
moves for Khalistan, be called for 
continuing a movement to “free 
Sikhs from the bonds of slavery." 

Rode, named to the most in- 
fluential Sikh religions post short- 
ly after his release from- jail, 
denies making a deal with author- 
ities. He says the only way to 
reach a solution is direct talks 
between the government arid the 
militants. 



Arab-Americans 
critical of Jackson 
flip-flop on 
Palestinian issue 



WASHINGTON (J.T.) — In a 
letter dated April U Abdeen 
Jabara, President of the Amer- 
ican- Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee (ADC), admonished 
the Reverend Jesse Jackson for 
asserting (hat, should he become 
president, he would not negotiate 
with PLO Chairman Arafat. 
Jackson's comments disting- 
uishing the PLO from the Palesti- 
nian people were made during a 
Sunday morning appearance on 
the CBS public affairs program- 
me “Face the Nation." 

Speaking on behalf of tens of 
thousands of Arab-Americans, 
Jabara expressed “disbelief* and 
“sadness" at Jackson's about-face 
on the Palestinian-lsraeli conflict. 
He reminded the candidate that 
“virtually every Arab -American 
looked to (him) as the one sym- 
bol of strength in a field of 


political candidates who are noto- 
rious for their unwillingness to 
stand up to the pro-Israel lobby." 

Jabara noted that the strength 
of the Jackson campaign has al- 
ways been in the candidate's 
“ability to rise above parochial 
politics with a vision of what is 
truly in the best interest of the 
American people and the suffer- 
ing peoples of the world." He 
added that Sunday's comments 
suggest “a serious erosion of that 
vision." 

Reminding. Jackson of the fad 
that “virtually all Palestinians re- 
gard the PLO as their sole legiti- 
mate representative." Jabara 
went on to state that “your 
attempt to distinguish the PLO 
from the Palestinian people will 
not improve your position with 
Jewish voters

ABU DHABI (R) — North 
Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh said South Yemen's ousted 
leader would not create, trouble 
for the new regime in Aden and 
urged reconciliation between the 
two sides. 

Saleh added he did not believe 
the former South Yemeni Presi- 
dent Ali Nasser Mohammad, now 
in exile with thousands of follow- 
ers in North Yemen, would prove 
an obstacle to unity between the 
nvo countries. 

”1 assure our brothers in the 
south that he will not carry out 
any hostile activity or provoca- 
tion against them,” Saleh told 
Abu Dhabi state television 
Thursday night. 

"Nasser Mohammad is not an 
obstacle to proposed unity and 
we have urged Aden to open 
reconciliation talks to enable him 
and other refugees to return 
home.” 

Nasser Mohammad was over- 
thrown in inter-factional fighting 
in I9So and a South Yemeni court 
sentenced him last year to death 
and demanded his return. 

Saleh said a dialogue between 
Nasser Mohammad and the new 
Aden government would start 
gradually but he did not elabo- 
rate. 

Talks on merging the two Yc- 
mens have been held on and off 
since 1972. A new round of nego- 
tiations began a week ago, with 
both sides meeting in the North 
Yemeni town Taiz. 


BEIRUT <AP) — The weekly magazine \l Shiran 
said Friday contacts were underway between France 
and Iran for the release of three Frenchmen held 
hostage in Lebanon. 


Paris and Tehran, the report 
said, had agreed on the release of 
two French hostages in Lebanon 
in return for “the release of Ira- 
nian assets frozen in France in 
addition to a SI billion compensa- 
tion to Iran." 

It is believed the magazine 
referred to full repayment of a 
hit I ion -dollar loan made by the 
late Shah of Iran to France and 
disputed interest which could 
amount to an additional billion 
dollars. 

“Last minute snags delayed the 
release." the magazine said with- 
out further elaboration. 

There had been reports of an 


imminent French rclc..-c 

earlier this month. But :nc April 
5 hijack of Kuwait Airways jetlin- 
er apparently delated the nego- 
tiations. 

However. Al Sh:raa indicated 
that France's insistence on the 
release of a third French hostage 
was delaying implementation of 
the alleged dm:. 

"The deal l:o release the rwoi 
was. not carried out pending com- 
pletion of negotiations for the 
release of a third French hostage 
in Lebanon." the report said, it 
did not disclose further details

‘Higgins to be tried* 

in another development, kid- 
nappers of U.S. Marine Lieute- 
nant-Colonel William Higgins ac- 
cused him Thursday of spying and 
said they would try him for crimes 
ucamst Lebanese and Palesti- 
nians. 

“The interrogation with this 
criminal has been concluded and 
we shall put him in the hands of 
our nation when the time is 
right." said a statement in the 
name ui the Organisation of the 


Oppressed of the World. 

The typewritten undated mes- 
sage in Arabic was deliv ered with 
a black-and-white photograph of 
Higgins to an international news 
agency in west Beirut. 

"This criminal will be transfer- 
red today to the courts of the 
oppressed to be tried for the 
crimes he has committed, in 
accordance with the accusations 
against him." it said. 

The statement, on paper from 
a school copy-book, was the fifth 
issued by the group since three 
bearded gunmen seized Higgins 
near the southern oort of Tvre 
Feb. 17. 

The photograph showed him 
standing and gazing vacantlv at 
the ground. He was lightly 
bearded, appeared thin, drawn 
and haggard and was wearing a 
long, dark military-style jacket.

It said short-term debt had 
grown 48 per cent, to 513.8 bil- 
lion from S9.3 billion because of 
the effects of the interest mora- 
torium which Brazil imposed on

The bank said Brazil's com- 
re-ci cJ hank debt had increased 
\j “”i.4 billion from S70 billion. 

Brazil, the Third World's big- 
gest debtor, resumed paying its 
commercial bank creditors "this 
January. Since then it has paid 
out more than 51 .6 billion from its 
reserves to meet interest pay- 
ments. 

In addition, it has received 
$897 million refinancing from 
banks to cover interest. 

But Brazil still has to pay about 
S3. 5 billion interest outstanding 
foT the period February-Septem- 
ber 1987.

BEUING ( API — The govern- 
ment has outlined a programme 
for advancing market-style eco- 
nomic reforms while fighting in- 
flation, the country 's most press- 
ing economic problem. 

Reform goals for 1988 include 
introducing competition for com- 
pany management posts and en- 
couraging city dwellers to buy 
their housing. So far, these mea- 
sures have been introduced only 
experimentally on a small scale. 

The programme, announced by 
the official Xinhua News Agency, 
also calls for such anti-inflation 
measures as tightening bank cre- 
dit. limiting state investment to 
major infrastructure projects and 
limiting the too- rapid growth of 
workers’ wages and bonuses. 

Retail prices jumped 11 per 
cent nationwide in the first quar- 
ter of i9SS, compared with a 7.3 
per cent increase in 1987. The 
price increases, even higher in 
large cities, have generated wide- 
spread public grumbling. 

The programme was drawn up 
by the stare commission for res- 
tructuring the economy, the body 
that drew up the blueprints for 
China's already well-advanced 
transformation from a centrally 
planned economy to one partially 
direcred bv market forces.

The commission, headed by 
the strongly reformist Zhao 
Ziyang until he took over as head 
of the Communist Party last year, 
now is led by the new premier. Li 
Peng.

Most urban housing is owned 
by the government or by factories 
and other workplaces, which rent 
them out for nominal fees. 

Higher rents 

Housing reform, intended to 
save the government money, calls 
for rents to be increased in line 
with actual maintenance costs 
and for tenants to be encouraged 
to buy their apartments and 
houses. 

Xinhua said the reform is to be 
implemented nationwide within 
five years. 

Some local governments have 
said they all initially give citizens 
subsidies to soften the blow of 
suddenly higher rents. Many 
Chinese pay "as little as 5 yuan 
($1.35 ) per month for rent. 

Under the programme issued. 
Xinhua also said the government 
will expand its reform policy of 
letting state-owned enterprises 
make their own economic deci- 
sions. but will introduce competi- 
tion in filling management posts. 
Most managers are still appointed 
by the government. 

The programme also says en- 
terprises should use most of their 
profits to develop production and 
make sure workers' incomes do 
not grow faster than productivity. 

Economists have blamed rising 
inflation in part on companies 
usin g their profits to give workers 
big bemuses, thus increasing pub- 
lic buying power without increas- 
ing production. 

More enterprises will be 
allowed to issue bonds to the 
public, Xinhua said, enabling 
them to raise cash while soaking 
up some of the money supply. 

Banks will issue fewer loans 
and increase their supervision of 
companies that borrow money, 
also in an effort to reduce infla- 
tion. 


Union official Vahdettin Kara- 
bay, whose members at the Lassa 
tyre factory came out Thursday, 
said: "The solidarity and unity of 
the workers will expedite the 
modification of the laws against 
them.” 

Unions, spurred by moves to- 
wards greater political freedom, 
want the removal of laws intro- 
duced after the 1980 military 
coup which curbed their activi- 
ties. 

Unions representing more than 

19.000 workers from die food, 
manufacturing, plastics and ferti- 
liser industries have opted for 
strikes in coining months. 

The average monthly wage for 
a factory worker is about 90,000 
lira ($72). The lira’s value has 
slipped since January to 1,254 to 
the dollar from 1,018, and com- 
pared with 795 at the end of April 
last year.

AMMAN (Petra) — Stock breed- 
ers will have the right to take 
their livestock for grazing in state 
owned pasture land in accordance 
with new regulations issued by 
Agriculture Minister Marwan 
Hmoud Thursday. 

The new regulations stipulate 
that stock breeders have to secure 
prior approval in writing from the 
Ministry of Agriculture before 
they can take their sheep, goats 
and cattle into the state owned 
pastures. 

Grazing can be done only dur- 
ing the day in specific zones and 
until the end of the coming 
month, the regulations stipu- 
lated. 

The instructions made it dear 
that violators of the new regula- 
tions will be prosecuted. 

The instructions directed heads 
of agriculture departments to 
help implement the regulations in 


their respective regions and im- 
pose fines on violators. 

Meeting reviews general 
agricultural situation 

Hmoud Thursday chaired a 
meetin g at his office for reviewing 
tile general agricultural situation 
in the Kingdom. 

The available quantities of 
vegetables and fruits on the local 
markets was the centre of the 
discussion during the meeting 
which was attended by the Miiris- 
try of Agriculture's Secretary- 
General Salem Ai Lawzi and 
heads of agriculture departments 
in different governorates. 

Also discussed at the meeting, 
was the production of cereals and 
lentils and the pasture and graz- 
ing situation as well as the work 
of agricultural nurseries in the 
Kingdom.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Cigarette smoking by Americans 
is at a 16-year low, but the Agri- 
culture Department says exports 
are expected to rise again to 
another record level in 1988. 

A big increase in 1987 cigarette 
exports was mostly due to lower 
tariffs in Japan and Taiwan, the 
report said. Overall, the declared 
value of U.S. cigarette exports 
climbed about 57 per cent last 
year to $2.05 billion. 

The department’s Economic 
Research Service says U.S. con- 
sumption of cigarettes declined at 
an estimated 575 billion "pieces” 
(cigarettes) in 1987, down 1.5 per 
cent from $583.8 billion in 1986. 

Department records show last 
year’s use was the smallest since 
554.4 billion pieces were con- 
sumed in 1972. a record at that 
time and a period when there was 
a general upward trend in use. 

Since 1981, when total U.S. 
consumption rose to a record of 
640 billion pieces, cigarette use 
by Americans declined more than 
10 per cent through last year. 

Exports in 1981 were also re- 
cord high at 82.6 billion pieces 
before easing back in most subse- 
quent years. 

But exports recently have 
helped soften the blow for the 
U.S. tobacco industry, rising to a 
record 100.2 billion cigarettes in 
1987, a 56 per cent jump from 
64.3 billion in 1986. 

‘‘In 1988. domestic consump- 
tion is expected to decline further 
as some states raise taxes, and 
smoking restrictions increase,” 
the report said. “Cigarette ex- 
ports are expected to rise further 
this year because of tariff reduc- 
tions in some Far East countries 
and the weaker dollar.” 

Although Asian countries took 
about two-thirds of the U.S. 
cigarette shipments, the Bureau 
of Census records show 105 coun- 
tries as 1987 destinations. 


ZARQA (Petra) — Ruseifa town 
has a 1988 budget of JD 1.053 
million of which JD 175,000 will 
be used for asphalting roads, 
according to a municipality offi- 
cial.

AI Hashimeih municipality also 
in the Zarqa Goveraorate has a 
JD 171.000 budget for 1988. 

Out of the allocations JD 

45,000 will be spent on building 
or asphalting roads. 

In the south, Ma’an’s acting 
governor has approved opening 
agricultural roads to be carried 
out in the goveraorate this year at 
the cost of JD 45,000. The pro- 
jects entail opening roads in 
areas given priority by the local 
district governors.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs has asked the 
Saudi embassy in Amman to 
grant entry visas to Saudi Arabia 
and transit visas to the Gulf Arab 
states via Saudi Arabia to Jorda- 
nian drivers of refrigerated tracks 
which are owned by Jordanians 
but cany member plates of other 


Arab states. 

The said driv ers already hold 
residence permits in or entry visas 
to the Guif states. 

Drivers from neighbouring 
Arab countries are usually 
granted entry and transit visas by 
the Saudi government.

JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia ex- 
pects OPEC will reach agreement 
with major producers outside the 
group to stabilise oil prices over 
tiie long term. Mines and Energy 
Minister Ginanjar Kartasasmiia 
said Thursday. 

“We expect an agreement can 
be reached. But even without 
one, I do not think it will greatly 
affect oil prices,” Ginanjar said 
after meeting President Suharto. 

Indonesia is a member of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries' (OPECs') 
five-man pricing committee that 
mil consult officials of six oil 
^producers outside the group in 
Vienna Tuesday on ways to curb 
output. 

A full OPEC conference will 
follow Thursday. 

Ginanjar said his predecessor 
Subroto, a 10-year veteran of 
OPEC meetings, will accompany 
him to Vienna. 

He dismissed the possibility of 
a price war if the meetings end in 
failure. “None of them wants to 
sell their oil at $10 a barrel, so 1 
don't think a price war will 
happen.” 

Ginanjar said he would put 
forward a plan on how to reduce 
world oil production by 7 00,000 
barrels. 

“I think if non-OPEC produc- 
ers return to their earlier output 
level as they had promised there 
will be a reduction of 400,000 
barrels a day (b/d). And if those 
OPEC members which are over- 
producing stick to their quotas 
there will be a reduction of 

300.000 b/d ,” he said. 


"If ali steps have been taken 
and we still cannot push up oil 
prices, we can discuss it again. I 
believe prices will sorely reach 
SIS again with the 700,000 b/d 
reduction." be said. 

Iran's Deputy - Oil Minister 
Hossein Kazempour Ardebiti 
told Reuters after meeting 
Ginanjar that OPEC does not 
need to make any changes in its 
overall output ceiling or quotas 
among members at next week's 
extraordinary OPEC meeting. 

“Maybe at this juncture it Is 
not a question of the ceiling of the 


production and the quotas among 
the member coon tries,” Ardebtii 
said. 

“Later in June when there is 
the ordinary (OPEC) meeting the 
question of the ceiling and the 
quota will be discussed,” he said. 

ArdebOi had earlier argued for 
output cuts of five to 10 per cent 
after flying to Vienna for a sur- 
prise appearance at a meeting of 
the pricing panel on April 9. 

OPEC has set an overall ceiling 
of 15.06 million barrels a day for 
12 of its 13 members. Iraq has 
refused to accept its quota. 


“We like to see the prices 
today .immediately restored to 
$18 and we will work out a 
mechanism so that prices win not 
fall in the future,” he said. 

“Then in Jute daring the 
ordinary meeting of the OPEC 
we have to formulate (a strategy) 
for the gradual increase of oil 
prices,” Ardebfli said. 

OPECs reference price of $18 
a barrel “is the minimum that we 
can achieve immediately, which 
we almost (have) and later we 
have to gradually increase this 
price,” he said.

LONDON (R) — After 120 years 
of chasing foreign governments 
that did not repay their bonds, a 
small British investors’ watchdog 
group said Thursday its services 
were no longer needed. 

Throughout its existence, the 
Corporation of Foreign Bondhol- 
ders has succeeded in getting 
governments to pay more than £1 
billion (S1.9 billion at current 
rates) owed to buyers of lOUs 
issued to secure borrowings. 

It has won agreements to repay 
holders of Tsarist bonds to 
Nicaraguan 1886 railway mortage 
bonds, Austro-Hungarian 1876 
gold notes and Ecuador 1908 Salt 
bonds to pre-1949 Chinese bor- 
rowings. 

The bonds — usually elabo- 
rate, multi-coloured printing jobs 
often decorated with engravings 


of myth y logical figures or the 
railways they sometimes financed 
— were often worth more as 
collectors items than the govern- 
ments involved would repay. 

But now, there are few out- 
standing unpaid bonds left — just 
the $7 million on which Mississip- 
pi defaulted in 1841 and the 
$800,000 ($1.5 million) borrowed 
by the city of Dresden and the 
Free State of Saxony in 1927. 

‘‘Hie council are of the opinion 
that these defaults alone... do not 
justify the continued existence of 
the corporation,” the group said in 
its annual report. It has asked die 

British government to approve its 
liquidation. 

Although the Third World debt 
crisis remains as grave as ever, 
the $1,000 billion owed involves 


few bonds — and countries are 
making - payments on those. 

Bankers and -governments take 
the .repayment promises con- 
tained in a bond even more 
seriously than those contained in 
a standard bank loan agreement. 

In' Britain, the Bank of Eng- 
land's concern over the uirwiilmg- 
qess .of. the Soviet -.Union and 
China to pay off bonds issued by 
pre-revolutionary governments 
had long kept those countries 
from issuing bonds in Britain. 

Bond market and banking 
sources say that was a lag reason 
why, over the past two years, 
both countries agreed to settle 
with holders of those bonds. 

Chinese agencies have since 

borrowed through British bond 

issues. - '

McEnroe to play Florence 

tennis tournament 

FLORENCE, Italy (AP) — American tennis star John McEnroe, 
who returned to competition last week folk) wing a seven-month 
absence, will play the $126,000 tournament of Florence May 16-22, 
organisers announced Thursday. 

McEnroe, who beat Stefan Ed berg in Tokyo Sunday to win his first 
tournament in a year and a half, hasn't yet decided whether be will 
play singles or doubles here. 

His decision will depend on how far he goes in the tournament of 
champions tournament in New York and the Italian Open in Rome, 
said Florence tournament director Sergio Palmieri. 

“If he gets to the semifinals or finals he will be playing the doubles 
in Florence,” said Palmieri. 

The 32-player competition, awarding a first prize of $18,680, is pan 
of the Grand Prix circuit. 

Organisers reported that early entries in the singles included Jaime 
Yzaga of Peru, Chilean Pedro Rebolledo, Franco Davin of Argentina 
and Austrian Horst Skoff. 

Matches will be played on day courts of the local tennis club.

BRUSSELS (AP) — Former 
world champion Anatoly Karpov 
of the Soviet Union was assured 
of at least a share of the Swift 
World Cup tournament title 
when Briton John Nunn drew an 
adjourned game Thursday. 

With one round remaining, 
Karpov. 36, has 10.5 points out of 
a possible 15- Nunn and Soviet 
Valery Salov are tied a point 
adrifr of Karpov wirh 9.5 points. 
Another Soviet, Alexander Be- 
liavsky, is fourth with nine points. 

Karpov, who did not play 
Thursday, is widely expected to 
agree quickly to a draw in his 
last-round game with Swede Ulf 
Andersson Friday to finish alone 
in first Diace and take the S20.000 


first prize. 

Even if Karpov were to lose 
Friday, Nunn and Salov could 
only tie for first place- A win 
scores one point and a draw a 
half. 

In the first of the adjourned 
games completed Thursday, 
Dutchman Jan Timman and 
Nunn manoeuvred in an endgame 
for two hours before agreeing to a 
draw. 

A second unfinished game be- 
tween Soviet Andrei Sokolov and 
Timman was drawn after only a 
few minutes play. 

Timman, the third-ranked 
player in the world, moved up to 
10th place in the 17-man competi- 
tion.

PS V Eindhoven foils 
Real Madrid’s bid 

LONDON (AP) — Real Madrid's dream of a seventh 
European Champions* Cup triumph and a history- 
repeating clash with Portugal’s Benflca were dashed 
Wednesday as the Spanish stars were held to a 
scoreless tie by the Netherlands’ PSV Eindhoven. 


The newly crowned Dutch 
League titlist advanced to its first 
Champions' Cup final on the 
away goals rule having tied 1-1 
with Real in Madrid two weeks 
ago. 

Benfica, aiming to follow coun- 
tryman FC Porto as European 
champion, gained the May 25 
final in Stuttgart. West Germany, 
after beating Steaua Bucharest, 
the 1986 titlist from Romania. 
2 - 0 . 

The Portuguese side will be 
making its sixth final appearance, 
although its last triumph was in 
1962 in which it beat Real 5-3 in 
one of the competition’s most 
memorable finals. 

Ajax of Amsterdam, the de- 
fending Cup Winners' Cup titlist, 
progressed to the final again de- 
spite losing 2-1 at home to Olym- 
pique Marseille. Ajax, which 
already had won 3-0 in France, 
will meet Belgium’s FC Mechlin 
in the May 11 final in Strasbourg. 

Mechlin won 2-1 against Italy's 
Atalama of Bergamo in Italy to go 
through on a 4-2 aggregate. 

In the UEFA Cup, Bayer 
Leverkusen surprisingly edged 
past the West German country- 
men of Werder Bremen to gain 
the final. Having won the first leg 
1-0, Bayer held Werder to a 


goalless tie in Bremen. 

In the two-leg final , Bayer will 
meet Espanol of Barcelona, 
which overturned a 2-0 first leg 
deficit by beating FC Bruges of 
Belgium 3-0 after extra time. 

Dttpiie the absence of its most 
influential player, the suspended 
defender Ronald Koeman. Ein- 
dhoven kept the star-studded 
Real Madrid side at bay. 

^ Only hours before the kick-off 
Koeman. expected to be a key 
player in the Netherlands' chal- 
lenge for the European Cham- 
pionship in West Germany this 
summer, appealed to the sport's 
European governing body, 
UEFA, to overturn a three- 
match suspension imposed for 
publicised comments he made in 
a Dutch magazine. 

The ban was reduced to one 
match and. although he missed 
the semifinal against Real. Koe- 
man will be available for the final 
against Benfica. 

Even without him. Eindhoven 
maintained its unbeaten home 
record this term by blotting out 
Real's star strikers. 

At the other end, PSV created 
enough chances to make sure of 
the final place, with Danish inter- 
national Soren Lerby shooting 
against the bar.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis, buoyed by his New York primary 
victory, charted a cautious course for the Democra- 
tic Party’s presidential nomination, telling backers: 
4 ‘Steady as she goes.” 


Democratic rival Albert Gore 
Jr., meanwhile, suspended 
Thursday a campaign that hasn't 
bad a win in six weeks. 

Democrat Jesse Jackson, for 
his part', brushed aside surveys 
suggesting he faces an uphill fight 
in next week's Pennsylvania 
primary. 

“I do not follow opinion polls, 
I mold opinion,” the black civil 
! rights leader told cheering sup- 
porters in Philadelphia. He also 
picked up the endorsement of the 
Philadelphia Daily News, an 
afternoon paper with a circula- 
tion of about 252,000. 

! In its editorial Thursday, the 
Daily News said, “Nominating 
. Jesse Jackson sends a message to 
the world, which is not made up 
of elderly white businessmen, no 
matter what (President Ronald) 
Reagan thinks." 

1 Both Dukakis and Jackson were 
campaigning Thursday in Penn- 
sylvania, where 178 Democratic 
delegates are at stake in Tues- 
day's primary. Dukakis was going 
on to Ohio, which holds its prim- 
ary a week later. 

On the Republican side. Vice- 
President George Bush continued 
his march to the nomination, with 
1,052 of the 1,139 delegates 
needed to nominate. 


Bush was endorsed Wednesday 
by California Governor George 
Deukmejian, who had initially 
pledged neutrality through the 
June 7 California primary. But 
Bush's only remaining competitor 
is former television evangelist Pat 
Robertson, who has all but halted 
his campaign. 

Gore announced he would sus- 
pend his campaign for the Demo- 
cratic Party’s presidential 
nomination and do “everything I 
can” to help put a Democrat in 
the White House. 

Gore said he would technically 
remain a candidate to permit his 
delegates to attend the July 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion, where the candidate will be 
selected. 

But, the Tennessee senator 
said in room crowded with sup- 
porters, “I want no part of a stop 
Jackson or a stop Duk akis move- 
ment. The only man I want to 
stop is George Bush and we're 
going to stop George Bush.”

Meanwhile, some Jackson 
backers were be ginning to float 
the idea of Jackson as a possible 
running mate if Dukakis wins the 
nomination.

Shroud of Turin 


sample cut for testing 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican' announced Friday that a 
tiny sample has been cut from the 
Shroud of Turin for radiocarbon- 
dating that may determine 
whether the cloth existed at the 
time of Christ's death on the 
cross. 

The linen, which appears to 
bear the image of a crucified 
man, is venerated by some as 
Christ's burial cloth. 

The operation, eagerly awaited 
by scientists, was carried out 
Thursday in Turin under supervi- 
sion of Cardinal Anastasio Bal- 
lestrero. the archbishop of Turin, 
with the collaboration of Dr. 
Michael Tite of the British 
Museum, the Vatican said. 

The British Museum has 
agreed to guarantee the scientific 
validity of the carbon-dating, 
which is to be done independent- 
ly on nuclear atom-counters at 
Oxford, the Universityof Arizona 
and the Swiss Federal Institute of 
Technology at the University of 
Zurich. 

The Vatican, which owns the 
shroud, had resisred carbon-dat- 
ing on grounds it would damage 
the doth. But the development of 
an. atom-counter known as an 
accelerator mass spectro metre in 
the 1970s made it possible to date 
objects with much smaller sam- 
ples. 

The shroud is kept in the Turin 
Cathedral. 

A piece of doth measuring 
only 1 centimetre by 7 cen- 
timetres was cut from the shroud 
and then cut further into three 
samples for the laboratories, the 
Vatican announcement said. The 
size of the individual samples was 


not given, but Tite has previously 
said that each laboratory would 
receive a 0.8-square-kilometre 
sample of the shroud. 

The Vatican said the area of 
cutting was chosen to guarantee 
that die sample belongs to the 
prindpal body of the shroud and 
that the cut would cause “the 
least damage possible to the 
doth.” 

The Vatican said the entire 1 
operation was videotaped and 
photographed. 

The shroud is 4 metres, 34 
centimetres long and 1 metre, 9 
centimetres wide. 

Each laboratory win also re- 
ceive two dummy doth samples, 
one carbon dated and the other 
dated historically but not scien- 
tifically to see if they get consis- 
tent results for all three samples. 

The labs are not being told 
which sample is from the shroud, 
the Vatican said. 

Tite has said that the triple 
carbon-dating should reveal the 
shroud’s age wi thin a 200-year 
range. The results are expected to 
be announced by the summer. 

The scientific tests will not 
prove that the image on the doth 
is Christ's but would indicate 
whether the shroud existed when 
Christ was crucified. 

The shroud bears a faint yel- 
lowish image of both the front 
and back of a man's body. Stains, 
sdentifically identified as blood, 
can be seen around the wrists. 

Believers contend the imag e 
was left by a supernatural burst of 
energy accompanying Christ's re- 
surrection while sceptics- Haim it 
was painted during the Middle 
Ages. 1 '

BANGKOK (AP) — The num- 
ber of reported carriers of the 
ADDS virus in Thailand has more 
than doubled from a mouth ago, 
to 527, the Public Health Ministry 
said Friday.

headed by Prince Norodom Siha- 
nouk, and includes Sihanouk's 
followers, the Khmer Rouge and 
the Kampuchean National Li- 
beration Front of Som Sana. 

“It is up to these Kampucheans 
to work out what sort of peace 
they want ... but it should not be 
something that will see a resurg- 
ence of a genoddal regime ... 
even Prince Sihanouk does not 
want this,” Tran said. 

“It should' be ai peaceful, inde- 
pendent, nehiral and non-aligned 
Kampuchea,” he added. 

Tran suggested the two-stage 
informal talks could be held in 
Jakarta since Indonesia has 
offered to host tiie dialogue.

“In case there is no solution to 
the. Kampuchean problem 
(through these means) by 1990, 
then we (Vietnam) will solve the 
problem unilaterally and we will 
withdraw our troops unilateral- i 
ly.”

/Asked when in 1990 Vietnam 
.would withdraw its troops, he 
replied: “1 cannot say that ... it is 
up to the military.”

LOS ANGELES — Seven men 
face a wall, their hands up as they 
are searched by police, beer cans 
on the sidewalk the only evidence 
of the revelry that has just been 
interrupted.

TORONTO (R) — A construc- 
tion wrker’s discovery of an 
ancient whalebone, believed to 
be 11,000 years old, could rewrite 
some important chapters in North 
American history, museum offi- 
cials say. The bone, more than 
one foot high, was discovered this 
week by a backhoe operator in a 
murky pit during excavation work 
in downtown Toronto. Officials 
at the Royal Ontario Museum say 
the bone may indicate the area 
was once covered by the Cham- 
plain Sea, an ocean that formed 
over much of eastern Canada and 
the United States after the last 
Ice Age some 10.000 to 12,000 
years ago. Seymour said he 
knows of no other significant 
evidence of marine life from that 
period in the vicinity of Toronto 
in southern Ontario. “We have to 
be very careful because we could 
rewrite history hut if it's authen- 
tic, it’s a very significant find,” 
Kevin Seymour, a paleontologist 
in the museum's bone section, 
said ’last week. Seymour said 
further tests, including a carbon 
dating to verify the age of the 
bone, wfll be needed to deter- 
mine for certain what and how 
old it is and how it got there. 
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
